Reasons for Allowance 
4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After a 
thorough search of prior art the examiner is unable to identify any prior art that met the 
limitations and novelty of the current application. The best prior art Non-Patent 
Literature article Business Wire; September 7, 2000; "Recruitesoft.com announces Van 
Ella Alliance for Online Candidate Background Check. The article talks about a method 
of doing "automated" background checks. The website does basically the equivalent of 
a criminal background check with the information that was supplied to the website via a 
prospective employer. The prior art fails to teach a system and method where the 
prospective employee actually submits their reference information. The prior art further 
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fails to teach a system and method where a communication is automatically sent to the 
reference source requesting reference information.
